Chairman  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklists,  Don- 
ald Byam,  led  in  the  repeating  of  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  saluting 
of  the  flag  was  led  by  Selectman  Roland  Sallada.

At  7:00  P.M.  Roland  Sallada  moved,  seconded  by  Harold  Strong, 
that  the  Polls  be  closed.    The  motion  carried. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:15  P.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
David  L.  Nixon.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  led  by 
Selectman  Harold  Strong,  and  Paul  DeRochemont  led  the  salute  to 
the  flag.  The  Finance  Committee  and  all  officers  of  the  meeting  were 
introduced  by  the  Moderator.  He  also  announced  that  the  Transpor- 
tation Committee,  which  was  appointed  at  the  School  Meeting,  had 
had  two  resignations,  leaving  the  total  number  of  the  Committee  at 
five.

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,630.14,  the  State  to  contribute  $10,867.59,  for  Town 
Road  Aid,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  George  Hawkins  moved,  seconded 
by  Donald  Byam,  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  written.  The  motion 
passed. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $14,000,  the  State  to  contribute  $43,500,  for  construction  of  a 
new  bridge  on  Route  136,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  R.  Sallada 
made  the  following  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  H.  Strong: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000, 
the  State  to  contribute  $47,500  or  such  other  sum  as  may  be  re- 
quired, for  construction  of  a  new  bridge  on  Route  136,  or  act  in  re- 
lation thereto;  provided  that  the  appropriation  by  the  Town  of  New 
Boston  shall  be  conditioned  upon,  and  authorized,  only  if  the  State 
refuses  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  said  bridge  construction. 

Marjorie  Colburn,  representative  to  the  Legislature,  explained 
that  there  is  a  bill  now  before  the  House  of  Representatives  that 
would  pay  entire  cost  of  bridges.  The  Finance  Committee  went  on 
record  as  favoring  this  article.    The  motion  passed. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,532  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monadnock  Com- 
munity Visiting  Nurse  Assoc,  Inc.,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Leon  Daniels  moved,  seconded  by  Raymond  Houghton,  that  we 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.  Elizabeth  Moore  explained 
the  reason  the  full  sum  was  needed  to  engage  the  Association.  She 
then  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  increase  the  sum  to  $1,532.  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Rosemary  Gallagher  and  carried. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  allow  the  Constitution  No.  2 
Company,  the  Molly  Stark  Artillery  Company,  and  the  New  Boston 
Historical  Society  to  use  the  Old  Fire  House  to  display  New  Boston 
Historical  items,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

The  article  was  moved  by  Howard  Towne  and  seconded  by 
Howard  Moon  and  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $250  for  yearly  maintenance  of  the  old  Fire  House,  or  act 
in  relation  thereto. 

R.  Sallada  moved  the  article  as  written,  which  was  seconded  by 
Dorothy  Moon  and  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,100  to  restore  the  old  Fire  House  to  its  original  condition 
plus  certain  provisions  to  make  it  safe  and  fireproof,  or  act  in  re- 
lation thereto. 

R.  Sallada  made  the  motion  we  accept  the  article  as  written, 
which  was  seconded  by  J.   Garrod.    H.   Towne  proposed  an  amend- 
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merit  changing  the  sum  from  $4,100  to  read  $1,200,  with  the  re- 
mainder of  necessary  funds  to  come  from  private  contributions. 
The  amendment  was  seconded  by  H.  Moon.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the 
amendment  was  defeated.  William  Shanahan  moved  the  original 
motion.   A  vote  was  taken  and  the  original  motion  was  defeated. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,900  representing  the  Town's  60%  share  of  costs  in 
cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  paying  the  remaining  40% 
of  costs  for  a  new  Police  cruiser,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  John  Ballou  and  seconded  by  John  King  to 
accept  the  article  as  written.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  leaving  the 
moderator  in  doubt.  A  division  was  called.  Result:  83  yes,  111  no. 
The  motion  was  defeated. 

Roland  Sallada  moved  we  return  to  Article  3,  section  5.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Harold  Strong,  duly  voted  and  passed  in 
the  affirmative. 

John  Ballou  made  the  motion  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000  for  the  support  of  the  Police  Department.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Roland  Sallada  and  carried. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000  to  replace  bridge  No.  111/111  located  in  back  of 
the  home  of  Harold  Todd,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

R.  Sallada  moved  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000  for 
the  bridge  project.  The  reason  for  the  difference  in  the  sum  of 
money  was  that  the  Hillsborough  County  4-H  Foundation  has  offered 
to  pay  $1,000  for  the  building  of  the  bridge,  being  as  their  property 
stands  to  benefit. 

The  question  was  asked  what  happened  with  the  project  to  erect 
a  covered  bridge  at  this  site.  Donald  Byam  advised  us  that  because 
of  a  lack  of  interest,  the  project  is  dead. 

The  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000  for  this 
bridge  was  seconded  and  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000,  the  State  to  contribute  $2,000  for  the  construction 
of  a  sidewalk,  curbing,  landscaping  and  necessary  drainage  on  Route 
13  to  Depot  Bridge,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

R.  Sallada  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Lorenzo  Perry,  that 
we  accept  the  article  as  written.  A  voice  vote  was  called.  The 
Chair  was  in  doubt;  a  division  was  called.  A  standing  vote  was 
counted  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission.  Their  func- 
tion would  be  primarily  in  an  advisory  capacity.  The  Town  will 
be  entitled  to  two  representatives  on  the  SNHPC  policy  board,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  Planning  Board  and  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men, or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Rhoda  Shaw  Clark  moved  the  article  be  accepted  as  written 
and  it  was  seconded  by  Horton  Foote.  Howard  Towne  moved  the 
question,  seconded  by  Marjorie   Colburn.    A  voice  vote  was   called. 
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The  Chair  was  in  doubt;  a  division  was  called.    A  standing  vote  re- 
sulting: Favorable  154;  opposed  46.   The  motion  carried. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $486.50  to  finance  studies  to  be  conducted  by  the  SNHPC. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and 
Federal  funds  available  for  planning  purposes,  to  finance  studies  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  and  toward  operation  of  the  SNHPC,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

Daniel  McCreary  moved  the  article  as  printed,  which  was  sec- 
onded by  Elliott  Hersey.  David  Whipple  moved  the  question  be 
tabled  indefinitely,  and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Lorraine  Allen. 
A  voice  vote  was  taken,  and  the  amendment  was  defeated.  Gail 
Parker  moved  the  original  question.  It  was  seconded,  voted  upon 
and  passed.  Lorraine  Allen  appealed  the  vote,  feeling  there  was  not 
enough  time  spent  in  discussion.  A  vote  was  taken  on  whether  to 
continue  discussion  and  the  appeal  was  denied. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  a  Conservation  Fund,  said  Fund  to  be  used 
in  accordance  with  Chapter  36-A,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

H.  Randall  Parker  moved  the  article  be  accepted  as  written. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  George  Hawkins.  Mr.  Parker  ex- 
plained further  that  the  money  was  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
the  land  where  the  old  railroad  bed  is  situated,  about  which  there 
was  much  discussion.  Elliott  Hersey  moved  the  question,  seconded 
by  George  Hawkins.   Vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  passed. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000  to  put  in  a  Reserve  Fund  toward  the  expense  of 
a  future  solid  waste  disposal  systems  project,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Everett  Dicey  moved,  seconded  by  D.  Whipple,  that  we  pass  over 
the  article  as  written.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  de- 
feated. Howard  Towne  moved  to  accept  Article  16  as  written,  and 
the  motion  was  seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins.  A  vote  was  taken  and 
the  motion  was  passed. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
Ordinance: 

Ordinance  to  Regulate  Removal  of  Earth  Products 
in  the  Town  of  New  Boston 

The  removal  of  earth  products  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
all  types  of  soil,  humus,  peat,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  and  bedrock 
is  prohibited  except  as  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  and  except 
where  such  removal  is  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of  non- 
commercial, residential  buildings. 

Authorization  for  earth  products  removal  shall  be  by  written 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Issuance  of  said  permit  shall 
be  by  the  following  procedure: 

1.  Written  application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  said  appli- 
cation to  include  the  following  information: 

10 


a.  Location  of  proposed  Excavation. 

b.  Legal  names  and  addresses  of  (1)  the  individual  or  firm 
applying  for  the  earth  products  removal  permit,  (2)  the  owner  of 
the  property,  (3)  owners  of  all  property  located  within  600  feet. 

c.  Estimated  quantity  of  material  to  be  removed  during  12- 
month  permit  period. 

d.  Topographic  map  of  the  area  with  existing  and  final  con- 
tours. The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  this  requirement  where 
the  total  proposed  excavation  amounts  to  10,000  cubic  yards  or  less 
during  any  one  12-month  permit  period. 

e.  Method  of  removal  and  routes  of  transport  of  material. 

f.  Hours  and  days  of  operation. 

g.  Anticipated  duration  of  removal  operation  with  estimated 
quantity  of  material  to  be  removed  during  each  year  of  operation. 

h.  Plan  establishing  how  each  condition  set  forth  under  Para- 
graph 3  of  this  ordinance  will  be  met. 

2.  The  application  shall  be  submitted  together  with  a  fee  of 
$25.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  this  fee  requirement  where 
the  total  proposed  excavation  amounts  to  10,000  cubic  yards  or  less 
during  any  one  12-month  permit  period. 

3.  Satisfactory  evidence  must  be  presented  establishing  that 
the  following  conditions  will  be  met: 

a.  The  excavation  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Town  in  terms  of  property  values,  historic  or  scenic  character,  and 
environmental  quality. 

b.  The  operation  will  not  in  any  way  endanger  the  public 
health  or  safety  or  constitute  a  nuisance  through  production  of  noise, 
dust  or  other  by-products  seriously  objectionable  or  detrimental 
to  the  normal  use  of  adjacent  property. 

c.  The  earth  removal  will  not  result  in  traffic  congestion  or 
hazards  and  will  not  result  in  undue  injury  to  ways  over  which 
material  is  transported. 

d.  When  the  removal  of  material  is  completed,  the  site  will 
be  established  to  prevent  erosion  and  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Town  in  terms  of  property  values,  historic  or  scenic 
character,   and   environmental  quality. 

4.  A  performance  bond  will  be  posted  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Town  of  New  Boston  by  the  applicant  in  an  amount  judged  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  as  sufficient  to  guarantee  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  Paragraph  3  of  this  ordinance.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men may  waive  this  bond  requirement  where  the  proposed  excava- 
tion amounts  to  10,000  cubic  yards  or  less  during  any  one  12-month 
permit  period. 

5.  a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  issue  an  Earth  Products 
Removal  Permit  by  unanimous  affirmative  vote  within  ten  (10)  days 
of  receipt  of  application  where  the  total  proposed  excavation 
amounts  to  10,000  cubic  yards  or  less  during  any  one  12-month  permit 
period.  Upon  denial  of  permit,  the  applicant  may  request  a  public 
hearing. 
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b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  not  issue  an  Earth  Products 
Removal  Permit  without  a  public  hearing  where  the  total  proposed 
excavation  amounts  to  more  than  10,000  cubic  yards  during  any  one 
12-month  permit  period. 

6.  a.  Where  a  public  hearing  is  requested  pursuant  to  Para- 
graph 5.a.,  said  public  hearing  shall  be  held  within  thirty  (30)  days 
of  request. 

b.  Where  a  public  hearing  is  required  pursuant  to  Paragraph 
5.b.,  said  public  hearing  shall  be  held  within  forty  (40)  days  of 
receipt  of  application.  If,  however,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  supplementary  information  is  required  to  evaluate  the 
application  properly,  the  Board  shall  retain  appropriate  technical 
services.  In  this  case  said  hearing  shall  be  held  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  required  supplementary  information. 

c.  For  any  public  hearing  held  pursuant  to  an  Earth  Products 
Removal  application,  notice  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  must  be 
given  in  a  newspaper  of  local  circulation,  and  abutters  of  record  to 
the  removal  site  must  be  notified  by  certified  mail. 

d.  The  cost  of  all  technical  services  required  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  pursuant  to  Paragraph  6.b.  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant 
in   advance   of   the   Board   of   Selectmen   retaining   such    services. 

7.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  within  ten  (10)  days  of  the 
public  hearing  either  issue  or  deny  an  Earth  Products  Removal 
Permit. 

8.  Removal  activities  in  lawful  operation  at  the  time  this 
amendment  is  adopted  may  continue  unless  abandoned  for  more  than 
twelve  (12)  consecutive  months,  provided  that  the  total  amount  of 
material  removed  may  not  exceed  10,000  cubic  yards  in  any  one 
calendar  year  and  provided,  further,  that  the  Selectmen  may  al- 
low an  earth  removal  operation  to  continue  upon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  prior  to  the  7th  day  of  February,  1972,  the  owner  of  the 
property  had  entered  into  a  valid  contract  for  earth  product  removal 
with  a  bona  fide  contractor. 

9.  The  Earth  Products  Removal  Permit  shall  be  valid  for  a 
period  of  no  longer  than  twelve  (12)  months  from  the  effective  date 
and  may  be  renewed  without  fee  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  only  if  the  information  and  conditions  of  the  original 
application  must  be  made  as  set  forth  in  this  ordinance.  Earth 
Products  Removal  Permits  may  contain  any  restrictions  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  deems  necessary  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  Town. 

10.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  of  the  re- 
strictions of  the  permit  will  mean  revocation  of  the  existing  permit 
after  a  public  hearing,  plus  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100  for  each 
offense.    Each  day  of  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

11.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  of  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  held  to  invalidate  any  other  section  of  provision  of 
this  ordinance. 

12.  This  ordinance  and  any  amendments  thereto  shall  become 
effective  when  passed  by  majority  vote  at  a   Town  Meeting.    Upon 
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passage,  this  ordinance  in  its  entirety  shall  replace  "An  Ordinance 
to  Regulate  Removal  of  Earth  Products  from  New  Boston,"  passed  at 
Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1972,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Stephen  Spielman  moved  we  accept  the  Ordinance  as  presented 
in  the  Warrant.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Richard  Moore.  A  good 
deal  of  discussion  prevailed.  R.  Sallada  moved  the  question,  sec- 
onded by  Wm.  Shanahan.  The  motion  was  voted  upon  and  carried; 
therefore,  the  new  Ordinance  was  accepted  in  its  entirety.

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  warden. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire 
warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between 
9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn 
or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief,  who  works  for  the  Department  of  Re- 
sources and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need,  with  72% 
of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey 
the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool,  but  he  still  needs  much 
help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the 
hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a 
lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  re-appointed  H.  Randall  Parker  and 
Waldon  B.  Hersey  for  new  terms  on  the  Commission.  Officers  elected 
for  the  year:  Marjorie  Colburn,  chairman;  Waldon  B.  Hersey,  vice 
chairman;  Patricia  Getman,  secretary;  Carolyn  Todd,  treasurer. 

The  Commission  has  made  continued  progress  in  several  areas 
of  endeavor. 

We  obtained  a  $750  planning  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  for 
the  Meadowbrook  Marshland  Project.  A  water  level  survey  has  been 
conducted,  and  the  project  has  been  determined  as  technically  feas- 
ible.  We  are  presently  involved  in  obtaining  easements. 

The  Ford  Foundation  grant  can  be  used  for  the  planning  process 
only.  Any  federal  money-match  for  a  dry  hydrant  has  been  abolished, 
so  if  the  town  wishes  to  install  one,  we  must  go  it  alone.  Construction 
of  the  dam  itself  should  be  of  minimal  cost,  and  present  resources 
would  cover  this  part  of  the  project. 

Our  annual  roadside  cleanup  was  again  successful,  thanks  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  organizations  and  individuals  who  volunteered 
their  help. 

The  recycling  project  at  the  dump  has  been  moderately  success- 
ful with  about  3,000  lbs.  of  metal,  10,000  lbs.  glass,  and  7,000  lbs.  of 
paper  removed  to  recycling  centers.  There  is  promise  of  an  increased 
demand  for  such  materials  as  shortages  of  virgin  materials  mount; 
also  less  energy  is  generally  required  in  the  manufacture  of  products 
from  recycled  material.  Many  thanks  to  all  who  have  contributed  to 
this  experimental  project  during  the  past  year. 

We  hosted  a  regional  meeting  of  local  conservation  commissions, 
with  State  Director  Malcolm  Taylor  present  for  the  discussion  of 
common  problems. 

The  Commission  has  aided  the  Planning  Board  in  their  quest 
for  information  needed  in  drawing  a  Master  Plan  for  the  town.  Our 
work  has  been  directed  toward  the  mapping  of  historic  sites,  wet- 
land survey,  conservation  and  scenic  areas. 

We  held  an  open  meeting  for  those  interested  in  the  designation 
of  some  of  our  roads  as  Scenic  Roads.  The  Revised  Scenic  Roads  Act 
was  analyzed,  and  there  was  general  discussion  on  the  desirability  of 
having  some  of  our  roads  so  named.  We  support  the  Scenic  Roads 
concept  and  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  each  request  as  pre- 
sented by  individual  petitioners  at  Town  Meeting.  If  any  roads  are 
so  designated,  we  would  offer  our  services  in  implementing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement 
has  been  signed  by  the  Piscataquog  Watershed  Association  with  the 
B  &  M  Railroad  for  a  section  of  their  right-of-way  along  the  river, 
and  fund-raising  is  underway. 

The  Commission  may  have  an  excellent  opportunity  to  acquire 
the  land,  in  the  name  of  the  town,  from  PWA.   Because  we  have  the 
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unique  ability  to  accept  both  public  and  private  gifts  in  the  name 
of  the  Town,  the  PWA  could  offer  to  sell  us  the  land  for  a  price, 
and  make  us  a  money  gift  to  cover  half  of  it.  We  can  use  the  money 
gift  as  a  match  for  federal  BOR  funds,  thus  acquiring  the  other  half 
for  the  purchase.  It  just  requires  an  article  in  the  warrant  and  a 
vote  by  the  Town  authorizing  us  "to  appropriate"  the  money.  No 
money  would  need  to  be  raised  by  the  Town  for  such  a  transaction. 
We  ask  your  support  of  the  article  by  vote  at  Town  Meeting.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Rhoda  Clark  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  a  four  year 
term.  Harold  Strong  is  Selectman  member.  Herbert  Elliott,  Jr.  was 
elected  Chairman  and  Yvonne  Gomes  was  elected  Secretary. 

The  regular  meetings  were  held  the  second  and  fourth  Tusdays 
of  each  month. 

There  were  thirteen  subdivisions  approved  this  year  under  the 
revised  and  amended  subdivision  regulations. 

The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  subdivision  along  the  north  bank 
of  the  Piscataquog  River  between  Goffstown  and  the  village  was  ap- 
proved subject  to  transfer  of  land  to  the  Piscataquog  Watershed 
Association. 

There  was  a  special  meeting  at  which  Donahoe  Associates  out- 
lined their  plan  for  development  of  the  Bailey  Pond  Area. 

The  Soils  Conservation  Service  from  Milford  presented  a  pro- 
gram which  was  attended  by  officials  and  surveyors  and  contractors 
of  neighboring  towns  to  whom  the  Board  had  extended  an  invitation 
to  participate. 

The  Town  became  a  member  of  the  Southern  N.H.  Planning 
Commission  as  was  voted  at  last  Town  Meeting.  Appointed  as  rep- 
resentatives to  the  Commission  by  the  Selectmen  were  Rhoda  Clark, 
two  years,  and  Roy  Lowell,  four  years.  They  have  been  attending 
meetings  regularly  in  Manchester.  Ray  Walker  of  the  commission  has 
been  attending  many  of  our  regular  meetings  and  is  working  with  us 
to  draft  a  zoning  ordinance  for  New  Boston. 

The  Town,  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  requested  by  the  Board, 
adopted  the  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance,  Amended  RSA  31,  Chapter 
534,  by  167  'yes'  votes  and  69  'no'  votes. 

Charles  Houghton's  quit  claim  deed,  held  in  escrow,  was  returned 
to  him  upon  notification  from  the  Selectmen  that  his  road  to  his 
subdivision  had  been  completed  to  specifications  required. 

August  Gomes  and  Robert  Todd  were  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men to  work  on  a  tax  map.  They  met  with  the  Board  on  December  to 
report  their  progress  and  outlined  the  many  other  uses  of  the  base 
map  by  Town  departments  and  associations. 

The  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Committee  met  with  the  Board  and 
Selectmen.  The  above  reports  are  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report. 

Property  owners  along  the  River  Road,  Selectmen  and  Board 
members  were  invited  to  attend  a  meeting  conducted  by  the  State  to 
evaluate  feelings  about  easements  for  the  River  Road  to  be  designated 
a  Scenic  Route.  Feelings  expressed  were  mostly  negative  and  we  have 
not  heard  anything  further  of  this  development. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  citizens 
who  showed  interest  and  support  by  attending  the  special  and  regular 
bi-monthly  meetings.   All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  TAX  MAP  COMMITTEE 

It  is  required  by  RSA  31:95A  that  all  cities  and  towns  in  New 
Hampshire  have  a  tax  map  prior  to  January  1,  1980.  There  are  no 
specific  requirements  regarding  the  map  except  that  a  tax  map  must 
show  on  map  sheets  to  scale  the  location,  size  and  ownership  of  each 
parcel  of  land  in  relation  of  one  to  the  other.  Parcels  must  be  prop- 
erly indexed,  and  maps  and  index  cards  must  be  kept  current  as  to 
parcel  owners  through  land  transfers  and  subdivisions.  This  in- 
formation is  forwarded  to  the  selectmen  through  the  Registry  of 
Deeds.  The  intended  purpose  of  the  Tax  Map  Legislation  is  to 
assure  that  property  taxation  is  accurate  and  equitable  and  to  assure 
the  town  officers  of  an  accurate  property  inventory  for  assessment. 

There  are  optional  methods  of  obtaining  the  maps  and  data. 
Perhaps  the  least  costly  would  be  by  a  yearly  appropriation,  local 
personnel  making  a  base  map  from  local  maps,  surveys,  deeds  and 
physical  sightings.  The  committee  feels  this  would  be  the  least 
accurate  base  map,  though  perhaps  would  be  accurate  in  placement 
of  parcels  in  relative  perspective.  Time  element,  approximately  four 
years. 

By  yearly  appropriation  a  local  contractor  (surveyor,  engineer, 
retired  person,  etc.)  making  base  map  from  same  local  existing 
sources  and  limited  professional  sources.  Base  map  would  be  more 
accurate  and  deed  work  more  accurate.  Time  element,  approximately 
four  years.  Medium  expense. 

By  professional  firm  by  contract,  payable  upon  completion.  Base 
maps  would  be  made  from  their  own  aerial  photographs  taken  at 
present  date,  which  would  be  very  accurate.  Deed  work  and  prop- 
erty placement  would  be  less  accurate.  This  would  be  most  expensive 
option.    Time  element,  approximately  two  years. 

Plan  recommended  by  committee  is  to  have  a  base  map  pre- 
pared by  professional  firm  from  aerial  photographs  available.  The 
deed  work  and  property  placement  to  be  done  by  local  personnel. 
This  would  provide  accurate  base  mapping  with  accurate  deed  work 
and  property  placement.  Time  element,  approximately  three  to  four 
years.  Medium  expense. 

The  committee  recommended  to  the  Planning  Board  that  a 
request  for  an  appropriation  to  cover  cost  of  base  map  from  pro- 
fessional firm  be  entered  in  Town  Warrant  for  1974  Town  Meeting.

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THE  NEW  FIRE  STATION 


The  Fire  Company  has  felt  the  need  for  a  new  station  for  many 
years.  At  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  8,  1949,  the  Fire  Company 
proposed  a  concrete-cement  block  building,  36  ft.  by  45  ft.,  which 
would  house  three  trucks  and  provide  a  meeting  room.  This  was 
voted  in  the  negative. 

Over  the  years  several  renovations  to  the  old  station  were  made 
when  needed,  but  these  were  still  found  to  be  inadequate  for  the 
Fire  Company  to  serve  the  Town  efficiently.  After  much  work  and 
planning  the  Fire  Company  proposed  a  combination  Fire-Police 
Station  to  be  built  in  the  High  School  Building  site.  At  the  Town 
Meeting  of  March  11,  1969  this  proposal  was  turned  down,  and  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  was  established  for  the  building  of  a  New  Fire 
Station  in  the  future. 

The  Fire  Company  submitted  an  article  at  the  Town  Meeting  of 
March  9,  1971  to  raze  the  former  High  School  Building  and  land- 
scape the  area.    It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1972  the  Fire  Company  pro- 
posed the  building  of  the  New  Fire  Station  on  the  former  High  School 
site.  It  was  to  be  a  wood  frame  building,  48  ft.  by  70  ft.,  to  house 
four  present  pieces  of  apparatus  with  the  possibility  of  housing  two 
additional  pieces  if  necessary;  it  would  also  have  an  office-communi- 
cations room,  electrical  room,  hose  tower,  kitchen,  and  a  restroom. 
This  proposal  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  with  the  understanding 
that  the  Fire  Company  would  contribute  $7,000.00  from  their  Build- 
ing and  Equipment  Fund. 

"A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  by  the  Selectmen  for  June 
13,  1972,  to  discuss  and  vote  on  the  possible  discrepancy  over  the 
land  of  the  former  High  School  site  being  used  for  the  location  of 
the  New  Fire  Station.  After  much  discussion,  it  was  voted  in  the 
affirmative  to  uphold  the  vote  of  the  March  7,  1972  Town  Meeting 
decision. 

The  Kennedy  Brothers  Construction  submitted  the  bid  closest 
to  the  appropriation  allowance;  this  bid  being  $5,900.00  over  the 
total  funds  available  for  the  building.  Rather  than  cut  the  proposed 
design  and  have  a  partially  completed  building,  the  Fire  Company 
agreed  to  donate  the  additional  $5,900.00  for  the  construction  of  the 
hose  tower  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  Architect,  Alex  Majeski,  designed  the  building  and  pre- 
pared the  necessary  contracts  for  the  building,  which  were  signed  by 
the  Kennedy  Brothers  Construction,  the  Selectmen,  and  the  Fire 
Company  on  October  9,  1972. 

Upon  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  building  by  the  Select- 
men on  October  12,  1973,  the  Fire  Company  moved  in  and  started 
planning  for  their  Open  House. 

Open  House  was  held  on  November  10,  1973  from  1  to  5  p.m., 
giving  all  those  interested  in  looking  over  the  New  Station  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  do  so  and  also  to  talk  to  the  Fire  Chief  and  many  of  the 
firemen  that  were  on  hand.  Slides  of  some  of  the  training  sessions 
the  firemen  have  had  were  shown  throughout  the  day,  and  smoke 
detectors  and  fire  extinguishers  were  available  for  demonstration. 
To  top  off  the  event,  approximately  200  people  enjoyed  a  Ham  and 
Bean  Supper  from  5  to  7  p.m.,  organized  and  served  by  the  firemen's 
wives. 

Since  the  New  Fire  Station  is  now  a  reality,  there  have  been 
many  donations  of  miscellaneous  items,  both  useful  and  decorative, 
to  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  building  and  to  help  the  Fire  Company 
serve  the  Town  of  New  Boston  to  the  best  of  its  ability.  The  new 
Fire  Station  is  certainly  an  asset  to  the  Town,  and  it  is  something 
everyone  should  be  proud  of. 


FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

During  1973  the  Forestry  Committee  accomplished  its  third  tim- 
ber harvest  since  the  Committee  was  formed  in  1967.  This  harvest 
was  intended  to  improve  the  growth  rate  and  quality  of  trees  remain- 
ing as  well  as  to  receive  a  periodic  income  from  the  Town  land.  This 
sale  was  comprised  of  216,000  board  feet  of  pine  timber  standing  on 
the  Lydia  Dodge  lot.  Since  1967,  the  Dogde  lot  has  yeilded  $18,135.00 
in  gross  receipts  from  the  three  sales  totalling  744,360  board  feet. 
One  more  large  harvest  is  necessary  to  put  the  whole  tract  under 
management.  To  date  no  forest  management  has  been  undertaken 
on  other  Town  lands. 

In  the  Spring  the  Boy  Scouts  planted  500  red  pine  and  500  Nor- 
way spruce  in  small  openings  that  were  created  by  the  harvest  con- 
ducted in  1968.  Two  of  the  Scouts  accomplished  some  pruning  in  the 
forest  as  a  requirement  to  attain  the  rank  of  Life  Scout. 

The  Committee  plans  to  prepare  another  sale  in  1974  on  the 
Dodge  lot.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Committee  will  continue  to 
cooperate  with  the  Boy  Scouts  and  other  interested  organizations  in 
the  use  of  the  Town  lands  for  recreation  or  as  an  outdoor  classroom.

Three  successful  and  innovative  programs  implemented  this  year 
have  been  the  Resource  Room,  the  Tutor-Mothers'  Program  and  the 
READINESS  Room.  The  increasing  efforts  of  volunteers  has  been  the 
key  to  the  success  of  the  first  two  innovations  and  staff  preparation, 
dedication  and  effort  furthered  the  success  of  the  last. 

The  new  Resource  Room  has,  including  encyclopedias,  approxi- 
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mately  1,700  volumes.  The  room  is  equipped  with  colorful  chairs, 
rectangular  and  round  tables  and  a  2-student  carrel  study  area.  A 
carpeted  area  permits  floor-seated  storytime  and  AV-time  learning 
activities.  Staffed  entirely  by  volunteer  mothers,  the  room  is  open 
daily  from  9:45-12:00  and  1:00-2:30. 

The  Tutor-Mothers'  Program  provides  a  more  individualized  study 
program  for  those  students  who  would  materially  benefit  from  such 
help.  To  prepare  for  this  program,  several  parents  and  teachers  at- 
tended a  3-day  workshop  last  summer.  These  people  then  instructed 
mothers  and  teachers  back  home  about  general  and  specific  tutoring 
methods.  New  Boston  has  25  students  tutored  in  Reading,  Phonics, 
Spelling  and  Handwriting. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Gayle  Simpson,  teacher,  the  READI- 
NESS Room,  a  grade  1  component  for  15  pupils,  has  been  introduced 
into  our  school  program.  Implementation  culminates  5-years'  prepara- 
tion, including  parent  and  school  board  orientation,  staff  training  and 
pupil  potential  analyses.  To  better  assure  the  program's  adaptation  to 
individual  pupil's  potentials  an  exchange  program  with  grade  1  and  a 
student-tutor  program  serve  as  supplementary  components.  The  pro- 
gram is  further  bolstered  by  having  2  staff  members  qualified  as 
Gessell  Readiness  Examiners  and  other  professional  assessment  help. 
The  curriculum  includes  Language  Arts,  Math,  Social  Studies,  Health 
and  Science,  Music  and  Art.  Several  students  read  from  pre-primer 
through  second  grade.  The  room  is  always  open.  Don't  hesitate  to 
visit  this  unique  class. 

STAFF  DEVELOPMENT  "MASTER  PLAN"  PROGRESS 
New  Boston  citizens  were  alerted  in  last  year's  Annual  Report 
that  a  change  in  certification  procedures  and  requirements  would  be- 
come effective  July  1,  1975.  A  key,  local  part  of  that  procedure  is  a 
governing  local  MASTER  PLAN. 

A  10-member  New  Boston  Staff  Development  Committee  is  com- 
piling information  and  data  needed  to  produce  that  MASTER  PLAN 
for  professional  improvement,  a  PLAN  which  must  also  be  acceptable 
to  the  N.H.  State  Department  of  Education.

Sub-committees,  through  appropriate  survey  devices,  are  deter- 
mining the  system's  educational  needs  and  the  staff's  professional 
improvement  desires.  Data  for  formulating  the  1st  draft  of  the 
MASTER  PLAN  should  be  compiled  by  the  end  of  the  1973-74 
school  year. 
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INSTRUCTIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  INSTITUTE  (IDI) 
Two  New  Boston  staff  members  joined  38  other  educators  from 
S.U.  #19  and  4  from  the  Concord  School  District  in  an  IDI  held  at 
the  new  Media  Center,  Goffstown  Jr.  Sr.  High  School,  April  2-6,  1973. 
The  Institute,  a  forty-hour,  five-day  validated  training  program,  is 
designed  to  provide  skills  in  applying  a  systematic  approach  toward 
developing  practical  solutions  to  learning  and  teaching  problems. 
Four  leaders  from  the  N.H.  State  Department  of  Education,  spe- 
cially trained  to  conduct  the  structured,  carefully  programmed  and 
highly  media-supported  sessions  .  .  .  there  were  four  other  institutes 
conducted  in  the  state  .  .  .  helped  the  New  Boston-Dunbarton  teams 
search  out  alternative  approaches  to  teaching  and  working  with  the 
non-motivated  "turned-off '  students. 

All  costs  except  one-half  of  the  substitutes'  pay  were  provided 
by  a  grant  funded  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  as  part  of  its 
National  Special  Media  Institute  Project.

School  physicals  were  held  November  22,  1972.  At  that  time  86 
pupils  were  examined  by  Dr.  Albert  Snay,  School  Physician. 

One  child  was  taken  to  Dr.  Pajarillo's  office  for  sutures.  Routine 
physical  examinations  were  given  to  the  cafeteria  workers  by  Dr. 
Snay;  serology  and  throat  cultures  were  taken. 

Ten  dental  fluoridation  clinics  sponsored  by  the  New  Boston 
PTA  were  held  from  March  until  May,  1973,  at  the  New  Hampshire 
Dental  Institute  in  Concord.  This  was  a  free  service  offered  by  the 
State  which  allowed  120  children  to  have  their  teeth  checked,  cleaned 
and  fluoride  applied. 

A  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  screening  program,  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Dept.  of  Health  &  Welfare  was  held  November 
4,  1972.  Children  aged  4  —  6  were  invited  to  take  part  in  this  free 
service  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Natalie  Smith. 

Four  immunization  clinics  were  held  Oct.  26,  1972,  Jan.  23,  1973, 
April  18,  1973  and  May  15,  1973.  A  total  of  181  immunizations  were 
given. 

Mr.  Robert  Sarnoff  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  pre- 
sented an  informal  discussion  session  dealing  with  drugs  to  the  Sixth 
Grade. 

First  grade  registration  was  held  May  1  and  2,  1973.    25  children 
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were  given  vision  and  hearing  examinations,  height  and  weight 
measurements,  and  tuberculin  tests.  The  health  history  and  immun- 
ization record  of  each  child  was  discussed  with  the  parents. 

Mr.  Roberts'  combined  4th  &  5th  Grade  class  took  part  in  a 
three  week  First  Aid  Course. 

I  want  to  thank  the  parents,  teachers,  and  volunteers  for  all  of 
their  consideration  and  help.

RECORD  OF  SCHOOL  MEETING 

March  2,  1973 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:16  by  Moderator  David  L. 
Nixon;  the  Lord's  Prayer  was  led  by  Mr.  Anderson;  Mrs.  Cora  G. 
Trimbur  led  the  salute  to  the  flag. 

Mr.  Nixon  then  proceeded  to  introduction  of  each  individual 
teacher  present,  and  personnel  from  the  Superintendent's  office,  Mr. 
Wayne  Evans,  Business  Manager;  Howard  Wagner,  Asst.  Supt.;  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ernest  Peltonen  were  then  called  to  the  front  of  the  hall 
where  Mrs.  Peltonen  was  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  roses  by  Mrs. 
Trimbur.  Mr.  Peltonen  was  presented  with  a  Certificate  of  Appre- 
ciation, duly  signed  by  all  School  Board  Members  and  School  Dis- 
trict Officers.  Mr.  Peltonen  expressed  his  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
kind  words  and  said  that  it  had  been  a  joy  and  a  pleasure  to  work 
with  the  wonderful  people  in  New  Boston. 

Mr.  Nixon  then  introduced  the  School  Board  —  Mrs.  Cora  Trim- 
bur, Chairman,  Mr.  Jady  Judy  and  Mr.  John  Young. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Getman  moved  that  inasmuch  as  the  School  Dis- 
trict Budget  warrants  careful  consideration  of  all  the  taxpayers  of 
New  Boston,  being  the  largest  dollar  expenditure  for  the  town,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  Town  Reports  have  not  been  made  available  for  the 
taxpayers  to  examine,  and  inasmuch  as  little  publicity  of  the  meeting 
has  appeared  in  any  of  the  media,  local  or  state,  but  only  through 
distribution  of  the  Better  Times  to  Boxholders,  yesterday  —  only  and 
not  necessarily  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  community;  all  of  the  pro- 
ceeding precluding  an  aware  and  informed  public,  capable  of  making 
intelligent  judgments  on  the  feasibility  of  approving  the  Articles  in 
the  warrant  before  us  without  "buying  a  pig  in  a  poke",  that  the 
meeting  be  adjourned  and  that  the  School  Board  be  requested  to  re- 
schedule the  meeting,  allowing  the  concerned  citizenry  of  New  Bos- 
ton an  opportunity  to  examine  the  report  and  be  prepared  to  vote  in- 
telligently and  further  requesting  that  the  School  Board  be  instructed 
to  make  every  effort  to  obtain  adequate  media  announcements  of  the 
meeting  so  that  the  people  of  New  Boston  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  exercise  their  legal  rights. 

Second  of  this  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Richard  Tautkus  and 
after  some  discussion  was  put  to  a  vote,  but  failed  to  pass. 

Moderator  Nixon  then  read  the  Warrant  to  the  assemblage. 

ARTICLE  1  —  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district.  It  was  moved  by  John  Young 
to  accept  this  Article  as  printed,  with  second  by  Jady  Judy.  Mr. 
George  Hawkins  spoke  for  the  Finance  Committee  and  noted  that 
they  recommended  no  changes  in  the  recommendations  under  this 
article.   Article  1  was  voted  as  presented. 
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ARTICLE  2  —  It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy  and  seconded  by 
Howard  Towne  to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees 
or  Officers  chosen  as  presented  in  the  Town  Report. 

A  brief  recess  was  called  to  give  an  opportunity  for  those  present 
to  read  the  reports. 

Many  emissions  and  errors  in  addition  were  noted  in  the  Budget 
as  shown  on  pages  80-82.  Mr.  Young  gave  assurance  that  the  total 
figures  were  correct,  according  to  the  Auditor's  Statement. 

Mr.  David  Blume  moved  that  the  main  motion  be  amended  to 
accept  the  reports  as  printed  excepting  Pupil  Transportation,  Tuition 
and  Total  Expenditures  on  pages  80-82  of  the  Town  Report.  Second 
was  made  by  Mrs.  Philip  Harvell. 

It  was  voted  to  amend  the  original  motion  as  moved  by  Mr. 
Blume. 

Considerable  discussion  followed  on  printing  errors  and  omissions 
in  Expenditures,  but  it  was  explained  by  John  Young  that  proofs  had 
not  been  available  because  of  the  limited  time  allowed  for  printing. 
Mr.  Young  further  explained  that  a  breakdown  of  all  figures  was  not 
available  since  a  portion  of  that  report  was  prepared  by  the  Super- 
visory Union  and  integrated  with  the  Elementary  School  report. 

Frank  Severance  suggested  that  we  defer  action  on  Article  2 
pending  a  reconciliation  of  the  figures. 

Howard  Towne  said  that  since  the  totals  matched  those  of  the 
auditor  there  was  no  further  discussion  necessary. 

Mr.  Young  said  that  printed  corrected  copies  of  the  expenditures 
would  be  available  at  Town  Meeting. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  Article  2  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  3  —  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.  It  was  moved  by  Cora  Trim- 
bur  and  seconded  by  Donald  Byam  to  pass  over  this  article.  David 
Nixon  took  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  voters  of  those  candidates 
for  School  District  Office  in  the  upcoming  election. 

ARTICLE  4  —  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Normandin  and  second- 
ed by  Howard  Towne  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Dis- 
trict, any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and/or  United  States. 

It  passed  with  a  majority  vote. 

ARTICLE  5  —  It  was  moved  by  John  Young  that  the  District 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $346,563.89  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of  the 
district.    Second  was  made  by  Cora  Trimbur. 

On  request  for  explanation  of  the  budget,  John  Young  said  that 
salaries  reflected  an  average  increase  of  $400  per  teacher;  that  tuition 
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was  anticipated  to  be  $850  per  student,  or  more  than  a  $17,000  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  introduced  and  George  Hawkins 
expressed  the  sentiment  of  the  Committee  relative  to  reductions  in 
the  amounts  requested  by  the  School  Board;  i.  e.,  discontinuance  of 
membership  in  the  NHSBA,  reduction  for  Library  Books  and  Supplies, 
school  nurse,  and  maintenance  of  school  plant,  a  total  reduction  of 
$1,324.00. 

John  King  requested  a  transportation  breakdown  for  pupil  trans- 
portation within  town  limits  and  to  Goffstown.  John  Young  respond- 
ed that  this  would  require  a  child-by-child  breakdown  and  could  not 
be  done  tonight. 

James  Dane  inquired  about  the  discussion  at  the  previous 
School  District  meeting  concerning  appointing  a  committee  to  look 
into  the  possibility  of  transporting  children  to  private  schools.  John 
Young  said  no  action  had  been  taken  on  the  committee.  (Clerk's 
note:  This  reauest  had  been  voted  down  at  the  previous  meeting  and 
therefore  no  committee  was  authorized.) 

John  Young  explained  that  the  School  Board  had  been  informed 
of  a  legal  ruling  from  the  Attorney  General's  office  made  in  1966,  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  parochial  schools  have  the  same  right  to  the 
same  transportation  provided  on  the  same  bus  going  to  the  same 
town.  In  the  fall,  the  School  Board  agreed  to  transport  7th  and  8th 
grade  students  to  Goffstown.  Mrs.  Trimbur  explained  that  the  ruling 
had  been  investigated  and  it  was  not  required  to  transport  elementary 
school  students.  Until  such  time  as  they  are  required  to,  the  New 
Boston  School  Board  will  not  transport  elementary  school  students. 

It  was  moved  by  George  Hawkins,  with  second  by  Donald  Byam 
that  the  original  motion  be  amended  to  read  that  we  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $345,239.89. 

Mrs.  Trimbur  explained  that  membership  in  the  New  Hampshire 
School  Board  Association  was  certainly  advantageous  since  it  pro- 
vided the  town  with  the  availability  of  legal  counsel,  conducted  sem- 
inars of  a  pertinent  nature  and  served  in  an  advisory  capacity  when 
advice  was  requested  of  them. 

Regarding  the  Library  Books  and  Supplies,  the  question  was 
raised  concerning  the  necessity  of  employing  a  full-time  librarian  for 
the  school.   Mrs.  Trimbur  advised  that  this  was  not  so. 

Considerable  discussion  followed  on  the  item  concerned  with 
books,  and  with  the  status  of  the  kitchen. 

The  amendment  was  then  put  to  a  standing  vote,  with  those  in 
favor  of  reducing  the  budget  to  $345,239.89  numbering  33,  and  those 
opposed,  61.   The  motion  to  amend  was  defeated. 

On  a  return  to  the  original  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $346,563.89  a  division  of  the  house  was  requested.  The  count 
was  69  in  favor,  with  8  opposed. 
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ARTICLE  6  —  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  Patricia  Getman  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  study  the  matter  of  transporting  all  students  to  Goffstown  schools. 
Second  was  made  by  Kathleen  King.  Much  discussion  followed  and  it 
was  pointed  out  that  there  was  an  elementary  school  enrollment  of 
217,  but  an  additional  23  children  were  presently  enrolled  at  the 
Villa  alone.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  more  feasible  solution  might 
be  to  improve  the  school  situation,  rather  than  remove  children  to 
other  schools. 

A  Transportation  Study  Committee  consisting  of  Patricia  Get- 
man, Chairman,  Mrs.  Edward  Gallagher,  Cora  Trimbur,  Thelma  Ne- 
ville, John  Young,  David  Blume  and  Robert  Normandin  was  appointed 
by  the  Moderator. 

Patricia  Getman  requested  a  vote  of  appreciation  for  the  many 
hours  devoted  to  the  school  by  Pat  Peterson  and  Mona  Brooks.  A 
standing  vote  of  appreciation  was  tendered  these  two  ladies. 

Assurance  was  made  by  the  School  Board  that  an  attempt  would 
be  made  to  distribute  reports  and  pertinent  information  earlier  in 
another  year. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:35.
